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CALIFORNIA 
NEWS BRIEFS 


John McCormack, the famous Irish 
tenor, has been sojourning in San 
Francisco since he returned from the 
Orient, about a month ago, and report 
has it that he is arranging to estab- 
lish a permanent family residence 
either in the city or its immediate 
vicinity. This report: is not deprived 
of authenticity by the fact that he re- 
cently sént for his only brother, 
James, and that since the latter’s ar- 
rival, the pair have divided most of 
‘their. daylight time -between inspect- 
ing suburban home sites and playing 
either golf or tennis, in both of which 
pastimes the celebrated singer is an 
expert. His wife and daughter, Gwen, 
are spending the summer on the Mc- 
Cormack estate, in County Kildare, 
Ireland, and are expected to join him 
when he arrives at New York during 
his coming concert tour, which wili 
be opened the evening of September 8, 
at the Civic Auditorium, San Fran- 
cisco, under the management of 
Frank W. Healy. 


The Wilson sub-station, built at a 
sost of $750,000, to connect the power 
transmission lines of the Great West- 
ern Power company, with those of the 
San Joaquin Light and Power com- 
pany at Tuttle, near Merced, has been 
placed in operation. A transmission 
line 105 miles long was built to bring 
the Great’ Western power from Lake 
Almanor in Plumas county, from 
Brighton, near Sacramento, to the 
Wilson station, where it connects with 
the San Joaquin Light and Power 
line, brought from the mountains of 
Fresno county. Another line brings 
in power generated at the Exchequer 
dam of the Merced Irrigation district.

Fanned by a brisk wind, fire: razed 
8,000 acres of grain and pasture land 
between the Modesto Irrigation dia- 
trict reservoir and Pausell Station on 
the Sierra Railroad recently. Damage 
is estimated at $16,000, partly cover- 
ed by insurance. The blaze started 
near Paulsell, about eight miles above 
Oakdale, and burned over 34 strip 
seven miles long and two miles wide. 
Cattle on the land escaped being burn- 
ed to death by being drivén from the 
blagsing area by volunteer firefighters. 
Nearly 200 men battled the stubborn 
blaze. 
eae the generosity of William 
Smyth, inventor and economist of 
aoe the University of California 
has come into possession of the 
Smyth home, an eight acre estate 
known as “Fernwald,” valued at $200,- 
000. In making his gift Smyth stat- 
ed that he did not approve of modern 
educational methods because’ they 
turned out animate jumbled indexes 
instead of trained human beings. He 
requested that his gift be used for re- 
search in physical science, which he 
regards as the most hopeful study. 


Through the addition of 200 new 
films on Nature Study, the University 
of California, Division of Visual In- 
struction now has 11,000 moving pic- 
ture films available .for clubs, lodges. 
churches and schools of the state. The 
pictures include strictly educational 
themes, and others for entertainment, 
by leading cinema stars. A catalogue 
listing and describing the films may 
- be obtained from Edward Mayer, Di- 
vision of Visual Instruction, Univers- 
ity of California, Berkeley. 


That mining is undergoing an un- 
usual revival in Tuolumne county is 
attested by cold facts from the record- 
er’s office, which relate that during 
July sixty-two quartz and fifteen plac- 
er claims were placed on record.

Totem Is Given 
to Macaw Clan 


Bonita Indians Receive 
Highly Prizéd Gift From 
Explorer. 


Washington.—Fulfilling a promise of 
a year's standing, Dr. Neil M. Judd, 
leader of the National Geographic so- 
elety expeditions to Pueblo Bonito, 
N. M., recently presented to members 
of the Zuni tribe a gift for which they 
would gladly have paid in turquoise. 
It was a live, brilliant Mexican macaw, 
a bird full of meaning to certain of 
the Indians; yet only a few members 
of the tribe had ever before seen one 
of these brightly feathered parrots. 

“Kach of the dozen or more clans 
(individuals related through the ma- 
ternal line) at Zuni has its own clan 
totem: The bear, badger, coyote, eagle, 
snake, corn and mustard,” Doctor 
Judd writes in a report to the Na- 
tional Geographic society. “Of all 
these clans none has a larger or more 
vigorous membership than the Macaw 
people. The Macaw clan has fur- 
nlshed a majority of the leading men 
at Zuni for several generations past. 
But these leaders knew the macaw, 
thetr clan totem, only through verbal 
description, handed down from one 
generation to another. Two years ago 
a small delegation went to San Do- 
mingo, a 'Tewa pueblo near Albu- 
querque, there to trade turquoise or- 
naments for macaw feathers. There 
are two captive macaws eat San Do- 
mingo, obtained through exchange 
with Mexicans. 

Recognize Pictures of Totem. 

“During past years at Pueblo Bo- 
nito several of my Zuni excavation 
crew have been members of the Ma- 
caw clan. Pictures in our camp li- 
brary verified descriptions of the 
moola, to give the Zuni name of. the 
macaw. These men were _ highly 
pleased last fall when I told them I 
should try to obtain for them a live 
bird, as a gift to the entire Macaw 
clan. 

“But this spring when I arrived at 
Zuni I found that carefully laid plans 
were intended to divert my purpose 
and bring something of an individual 
reward. Two of the boys had made 
it known that the bird was to be a 
present to each, individually, and I 
suppose each of the pair had already 
taken orders for moola feathers, indis- 
pensable articles of adornment in cer- 
tain ceremonies and in the prepara- 
tion of prayer plumes. But I insisted 
the macaw was a gift to the entire 
clan and not a personal remembrance 
to a single friend. It was my ex- 
pressed opinion that the Sun Priest, 
as highest official of the clan, should 
receive the bind and act as its custo 
dian, And right there I discovered 
some surprising information about the 
macaw and its habits. 

Zuni Nature Fakers. 

“Taking advantage of my limited 


in, 


Zuni vocabulary and still hoping to 
obtain the bird for himself, one of the 
two boys, in my presence, told the 
Sun Priest that in their native habitat 
the macaws gather in flocks of from 
200 to 300 and, as they see a man pass- 
ing through the forest, swoop down to 
attack him. The moola was credited 
with being especially fond of human 
flesh and extremely dangerous In cap- 
tivity: Previously, the Sun Priest 
had learned from the second hopeful 
lad that the macaw was apt to die if 
he did not get the kind of food to 
which he had grown accustomed. But 
after an hour’s discussion the fears 
of the priest were eliminated and he 
consented to care for the macaw in 
behalf of his people. Word came to 
camp. last week-end that the Sun 
Priest and the macaw had established 
friendly relations and that both were 
quite content. 

“No one knows how long the Moola 
people have been represented in Zuni. 
Tradition says they came up out of 
the fourth world with the other clans 
in that dim, distant past when all the 


races of mankind, the birds, animals 
and trees spoke a common language. 


Macaw clans are to be found in some 
of the other Pueblo villages of New 
Mexico and Arizona. But in no In- 
stance, so far as I am aware, can one 
learn definitely how long these clans 


have possessed the macaw as a totem 


or how they first became acquainted | 


with the bird. 
Ancient Bonitans Kept Captive Birds. 
“During the course of the National 
Geographic ‘society's explorations in 
Pueblo Bonito, we have found over 
thirty skeletons of the great macaw. 
And Pueblo Bonito, from archeological 
evidence, was abandoned approximate- 


‘Kills Wite With Hammer and 


ly 1,000 years ago. It appears then 
that the inhabitants of this great pre- 
historic village must have obtained 
live macaws through barter with the 
tribes of central Mexico. The birds 
were kept here in captivity for we 
have found the perches on which they 
had been tethered and we have found 
the corn, pinon nuts and squash 
seeds on which they were fed.. The 
Macaw clan doubtless wielded a con- 
siderable influence at Pueblo Bonito. 

“One may imagine sandaled Mexi- 
can Indians carrying on their backs 
cages containing live macaws, cap- 
tured in tropical forests, trudging 
across the hot sands of the Southwest 
in ancient times, bound for the fa- 
mons, terraced village of the Bonitans. 
Mules, horses and other beasts of bur- 
den were unknown in the Americas 
before the arrival of the Spaniards 
early in the Sixteenth century. Yet 
Fray Marco de Nixa, as he journeyed 
northward out of Mexico in 1539 to 
the discovery of the ‘Seven Cities of 
Cibola,’ notes in his journal that he 


passed Mexican Indians returning 
with turquoise they had obtained in 


exchange for parrot feathers.”

JEALOUSY OF SONS

Buries Body. 


Syracuse, N. Y.—Accosted by his 
wife as he tapped a barrel of wine in 
the cellar of his home, Agostino Izzo, 
fifty-one, killed hér with a hammer, 
placed her body in a four-foot box 
‘and had it hauled to a deserted spot 
on the shore of Lake Onondaga, seven 
miles away, police here say. 

“I killed her while the seven chil- 
dren were away,” Izzo sobbed to the 
police. “Not since then have I been 
able to rest. I fall asleep and dream 
of her.” 

He was insanely jealous of his 
grown sons, Izzo told police in a de- 
tailed confession of his crime. His 
wife had argued with him over a 
check for $12.15, and he was about 
to drown his sorrows, he sald, when 
she rushed at him with a butcher 
knife. 

Izzo said he grabbed the hammer 

to defend himself. His wife lunged 
with the knife and he swung, intend 
ing to strike her on the shoulder, he 
said, but the blow landed on her head. 
She fell dead. 
+ Immediately Izzo procured holy 
water and blessed the body of his 
dead wife. He dressed her in her best 
elothes and dragged into the cellar 
the biggest box he could find. 

There by the filckering light of a 
plumber’s candle he cramped her body 
into the box, nailed on the cover and 
sprinkled more holy water over it. 

He told the children their mother 
had gone to Detroit on a visit, and 
hired a truck man, Angelo Cannata, 
to haul the box out to the lake. 

Dismissing the cart man, he dug 
the grave. Into it he lowered the 
box, once more sprinkling holy water 
from his neighboring church and filled 
the grave witheearth. 

Then began the torture of his con- 


science. He could not eat. Food 
gagged him. The children asked 
questions continually and _ nearly 


drove him mad. When he fell asleep 
he was haunted by the scene in the 
cellar. 


$180,000 Plot Spiked 


in Leavenworth Prison 

Leavenworth, Kan.—Efforts of a 
prisoner to avoid payment of a long: 
distance telephone toll led to the dis- 
covery of a conspiracy by convicts in 
the federal penitentiary here to swin- 
die the government out of upward of 
$150,000, Warden W. I. Biddle an- 
nounced on completion of an investi- 
gation into the plot. 

One of the prisoners, Jesse L. Greer, 
committed from Colorado for robbing 
the mails, tried to save himself the 
tolls by charging the call to the war- 
den and later altering the bill from 
the telephone company to make it ap- 
pear that the call was a call to a St. 
Louis business firm. The warden dis- 
covered the alteration. Greer had 
been able to forge the names of pris- 
on offielals on fake invoices, and ob- 
tained a check made out to a fictitious 
business firm in Denver. 

George F. Ames, a prisoner who 
was paroled early in the month, re- 
ceived the check at a Denver hotel 
and presented it to a Colorado bank. 
The check, drawn. for $790.91, would 
have been honored, prison officials 
say, if the fraud had not been dis- 
covered. - 

Greer admitted his part in the plot 
and officials found 125 additional fake 
invoices in his possession.

New York.—Morphine and cocaine 
valued at $1,000 were stolen from an 
exhibition case in the office of Capt.

The discovery of local anesthetics 
revolutionized surgery, says Dr. Emil 
Mayer in the Hygeia Magazine. In 
1884 Dr: Karl Koller of Vienna an- 
nounced that he had dropped a solution 
of cocaine in a patient’s eye, and then 
operated on the eye without any pain 
to the patient or loss of consciousness. 

Cocaine has been found to be useful 
for many sorts of operations, and par- 
ticularly valuable in the saving of 
time in the hospital and in the ab- 
sence of unpleasant after-effects that 
sometimes accompany general anes- 
thesia,

A 
fiving room of nobie proportions, witlr 
ample wall spaces can be utterly 
spoiled by being dotted—yes, dotted 
is the word—with pictures ranging 
from ten to eighteen inches in size. 

Such small pictures as this are en- 
tirely out of proportion to a room of 
any fair dimensions, especially if there 
are no big pieces of furniture to rise 
against the wall space and help to fill 
ft up. The dignity of a spacious liv- 
ing room is lost without at least one 
or two large mural decorations, or 
even more, unless there are a good 
many windows to break the wall 
spaces.

From time to time parties have vis- 
{ted Laysan, an important bird rook- 
ery, to study its wonderful pird life, 
and perhaps en route have landed for 
a few hours at one or two other 
points, On the whole, however, the 
group, from a scientific standpoint, 
had been unexplored until 1923, when 
arrangement was made with the Navy 
department for transportation and 
other assistance, and a co-operative 
expedition was organized for a com- 
plete exploration of these outlying 
islands. On April 4 a party of 12 
‘left Honolulu off a= 1,000-ton” naval 
mine sweeper, the U. S. S. Tanager, 
for a four months’ cruise. 

Though rough and inhospitabie to 
the voyager, the first island in the 
chain, Nihoa, proved of great interest. 
Polynesians once had a colony of sev- 
eral hundred persons here. Level 
house platforms made of flattened 
stones rose one above the other in a 
little valley that, during rains, evi- 
dently contained water. 

The steep slopes, now. clothed with 
bushes, had been terraced with great 
labor to permit cultivation of the 
sweet potato and dry land taro, and a 
cave or two showed signs of ancient 
occupancy. ,A number of stone bowls 
fashioned from porous volcanic rock 
were found. 

Small groves of a slender palm 
grew in some of the gulches, while a 
scrubby, woody-stemmed plant allied 
to our common lamb’s-quarters clothed 
the slopes. 

In these were flocks of the saucy 
Nihoa finch (not a true finch, but a 
strong-billed member of the curious 
Hawaiian family -Drepanididae) and 
an occasional millerbird (a form new 
to science), both species restricted In 
range ‘to this barren rock, and found 
nowhere else in the world. 

Hordes of terns nested on the 
slopes, boobies and frigate birds 
formed colonies in the bushes, and 
beautiful snow-white love birds nested 
in pairs on tiny ledges on the huge 
black cliffs, Albatrosses, found else- 
where near the sea, here nested on a 
flat 850 feet above the waves. 

Ancient Ruins on Necker. 

From a distance Necker, where the 
party proceeded after. completing 
work on Nihoa, appears as some mis- 
shapen, monstrous animal crouched 
amid the waves, 

Nihoa was -well known to the an- 
cient Hawaiians, but Necker had no 
known native name, nor does it fig- 
ure in the many legends of that peo- 
ple. There-are found, however, on 
this isolated bit of rock, far below the 
horizon: from distant. Nihoa, many 
signs of occupancy. by. ancient, more 
or less primitive man. 

. A wonderful series of more than 40 
heiaus, or stone temple platforms, 
rectangular in form, ranging from a 
few feet to sixty: feet in length by 
half as wide, were found on the high- 
er points of the island. 2 

The floors of these ancient temples 
were smooth; except where ‘a raised 
platform two or three feet wide had 
been constructed to a height of twelve

SALADS AND SANDWICHES 

There is no fruit that is more ap- 
petizing in a salad than pineapple; 
grapefruit, too, is 
a great favorite. 

New Cabbage 
Saiad—Chop a 
shiall teiider head 
of cabbage, add 
one apple also 
chopped, with 
two slices or more 
of minced pineapple, mix well with a 
good mayonnaise dressing and serve 
on a lettuce leaf, 

Bird’s Nest Salad.—Color cream 
cheese with a bit of green fruit color- 
Ang, add cream to make It soft enough 
to mold, then roll in the size of eggs. 
Shred lettuce and form into nests, ar- 
ranglug three or four of the cheese 
eggs in the nest. Serve with any de 
sired dressing. 

Gra@pefrult Salad—Cut grapefruit 
into halves, take out the pulp and mix 
with chopped pineapple pulp, and 
maraschino cherries with sugar and 
maraschino sirup to taste. Garnish 
with cherries after the shells are filled. 

Lily Salad—Cut hard cooked egg 
whites into petal-shaped pieces, leav- 
ing the yolk perfectly whole. Rub 
each egg yolk with creamed butter, 
mustard and vinegar well mixed. 
Serve on beds of cress with mayon- 
naise dressing. 

Tartar Sandwiches.—Chop three sar- | 
dines, add a cupful of boiled ham 
ground, three small cucumber pickles, 
a little chow-chow, with a teaspoonful 
of catsup and a quarter of a teaspoon- 
ful of mustard; add a dash of lemon 
juice and mix well. Spread on but- 
tered bread. 

Celery Sandwiches.—Finely chop 
crisp celery—there should be a cup- 
ful. Add two hard cooked eggs finely 
chopped, fine chopped green onions to 
make one-half cupful. Season well 
with salt and pepper, moisten .with 
any good salad dressing. Spread 
bread with mayonnaise and-add the 
filling, using rye, graham or whole 
wheat bread. Serve on a sandwich 
plate garnished with red radishes and 
green onions. 

Chestnut Salad—When in season, 
this delicious nut makes many tasty 
dishes. Mix sweet cream, cream 
cheese, and finely chopped green pep- 
pers. Divide into pieces, roll in crack- 


feat. Ferns of five species rested both 
on the gentler slopes and on the steep | 
ledges. Tropic birds nested in holes 
below the summit, and the whole up- 
per third of the island was given over 
to the blue-faced boobies, now on 
guard over their well-grown young. 


Laysan’e Bird Hordes. 


Traveling west from Gardner island, 
one soon comes.to Dowsett and Maro 
reefs, named from ancient ship- 
wrecks. These are mere coral rings 
marked by breakers and without vis- 
ible land. Then, over the horizon, be- 
yond the dangerous Jaws of these hid- 
den traps, comes Laysan island, 855 
nautical mfles from Honolulu. 

An elevation rim, rising somewhat 
abruptly from the beach line to a 
height of 20 to 40 feet, incloses a shal- 
low, oblong basin, in whose center is 
a suitne lagoon with waters concen- 
trated by evaporation under a blazing 
sun, until they are far more heavily 
charged with salt than the sea itself. 

At an early date it was discovered 
that there were valuable deposits of 
guano on Laysan, or Moller, as it 
was then known, and for some years 
the island was of considerable com- 


pie fifteen Inches across. one of the long 


mercial importance. 

Through all these years Laysan had 
béén’ literally “covered by ‘myriad sea 
birds, while the grass and shrubbery 
that clothed the island harbored five 
species of land birds restricted to its 
less than two square miles and known 
nowhere else in the world in a native 
state. These included a tiny flightless 
rail, a species of duck, a warbler, 
known as the millerbird, and two 
species of Drepanididae, one as large 
as a sparrow, with strong robust bill, 
known as the Laysan finch, or “cana- 
ry,” and the other smaller, with slen- 
der beak, the Laysan honey eater, 
called from its coloration the “red- 
bird.” 

Laysan Is the sictopeity: of the Lay- 
san albatross, a beautiful bird as 
large as a goose, with snowy breast, 
black wings, and delicately tinted 
bill, With it is found the sooty al- 
batross, the “gooney,” familiar to 
tourists on transpacific steamers, of 
equal size, but with sober aon eMy 
plumage. 

Stripped of Rabbits. 


Some time in 1902 the foreman of 
the guano works brought to Laysan 
three or four pairs of rabbits, partly 
to amuse his children, and partly for 
the fresh meat they would furnish. 
For a time the animals were kept 
about the houses, but gradually @ pair” 
or two wandered away, attracted. by 
broad tracts of grass, succulent herb- 
age, and protecting shrubs. Rabbit 
enemies there were none, as cats and 
dogs were forbidden because of their 
damage to birds, With abundant food 
and a genial climate, bunny's increase 
was incredibly rapid. 

Early accounts of Laysan island and 
photographs taken 20 years ago de- 
picted it as a pleasant spot covered 
with green vegetation. Reports of 
damage to shrubbery had led the 
recent explorers to expect some 
changes, but had not prepared them 
for the utter desolation that they 
found when they landed in the little 
harbor and walked slowly up the 
sandy slopes to a point near the tum- 
bledown buildings remaining from the 
guano workings. 

On every hand extended a bareia 
waste of sand. “Two coconut. palms, a 
stunted hau tree and an ironwood or 
two, planted by former : ‘Imbabitants, 
where the only bits” of green, that 
greeted the eye. Other vegetation had 
vanished. From all appearance, Lay. 
san might have been some desert,’ 
with the gleaming lake below merely 
a mirage.

Junket Ice Cream.—To one quart of 
rich_milk add‘ one cupful of cream, 
heat until just lukewarm, add a dis- 
solved tablet of junket and stir well, 
with one cupful of sugar and a table- 
spoonful of vanilla; pour into a 
freezer and freeze. Serve with 
crushed fresh. fruit well. mixed with 
sugar or with a butterscotch sauce.
